English, Dryden and

used it

ner In which It was used in the “ Ei­

Turbine-Driven Locomotive. 
So successful has been the turbine 
.or stationary and 
marine 
engines 
that it is not 
strange 
that efforts 
should he made to use it in connection 
with locomotives.

posed to mount a steam boiler and 
turbine on a locomotive, and use the 
power to drive a dynamo which would 
supply current to the motors similar 
to those of an ordinary electric loco­ 
motive. 
Recently, 
however. 
Prof. 
St urn i f. of the Royal Technical School 
at Cliarlottenburg, Germany, has in­ 
vented a locomotive where the tur­ 
bines are directly connected with the 
axles. 
There are three driving axles, and 
the plan involves using the steam in 
successive 
stages 
in 
the 
turbines. 
which are placed outside of each driv­ 
ing wheel. 
The steam is introduced 
into the first 
turbine on 
one side 
through a pipe direct from tin* boller, 
and then passes successively through 
tin' second and third turbines on the 
same side. 
It. then goes to a sot of 
turbine on the other side of the loco­ 
motive. from the last of w hich the ex­ 
hausted steam passes into the stack 
through the exhaust blast nozzle. The 
outcome of the new invention will be 
awaited with interest, not only on ac­ 
count of the extension of use of the 
turbine, but also for the fact that the 
modern steam locomotive is an uneco­ 
nomical piece of machinery, requiring

Material for Foundation. 
I wish to build a stone foundation 
under house 30 feet by 40 feet. 
The 
house has a heavy fram e of ten-inch 
pine timber. 
There is a large cellar 
under it which, however, does not 
extend to the outside wall. 
What 
would the stone foundation cost? 


The amount of material for a stone 
wall for cellar under a house 30 feet 
by 40 feet. 7 feet high and I foot anti 
a half thick, would be as follows: 
Stone, 14 3-4 cords; sand, 15 yards; 
lime, 75 bushels, 
lf cement m ortar is 
used it would take 30 barrels cement 
To raise house use jack screws, rais­ 
ing the house 
to 
height 
required, 
care being taken to raise it evenly 
all around so as not to crack the pias­ 
ter. 
Block up with blocks at each 
corner. 
Use a needle beam, having 
same passing through under sills and 
ends resting on 
blocks outside of 
house. 
Keep this beam about two 
feet back from corner of house so as 
to allow the corner to he built up to 
sills. 
When walls are done remove 
beam and till up the space where tho 
beam was. 
To block up center of 
sills use a beam across under sill, one 
♦ ml resting on a post in cellar and the 
other end on blocks outside of hous**. 
This will give you a clear space for 
excavating building walls. 


Building Without Frames for Molding. 
I ant thinking of building a house, 
and I wish to do as much of the work 
as possible myself. 
I have good stand 
and gravel to use for concrete, but I 
find th*' machines for molding the 
blocks are expensive. 
Would it pay 
to try and make a frame for molding 
or could a hollow wall be built with 
out molding into blocks? 


If you do not care to buy or rent n 
machine for making the hollow con­ 
crete blocks, would advise you build­ 
ing a hollow concrete wall, which is 
done tho sam e as a solid wall. except 
having a bevelled plank set in center 
of wall and when walls are built to 
top of planks these can be lifted o rt 
leaving a space. Or take two 7-8 inch 
boards 
with 
long Wedges between 
them set in position and whoa ready 
to lift, loosen wedges and the hoards 
will come out easily. 
A good way to 
tie wall together is by using hoop iron 
bent up at each end and bedded in 
the concrete. 
For a dwelling bouse 
where the walls are strapped, lathed 
and plastered. 
A solid concrete wail 
is considered to bo a good dry and 
warm will. 
The air space between 
the lath and wall prevents the damp­ 
ness from striking through.

approaching contort m the Senate 
over 
the statehood 
question. 


Senator Beveridgo, who will again 
have charge of the bill, is hopeful 
of securing a comparatively early 
vote, but many of his colleagues 
fail to agree with him on that 
point. 


The critical point of the contro- 


versy will be the Foraker amend- 
ment giving the Arizona people 
the privilge of voting on the ques- 
tion of admission. 
It is under- 


stood that the democratic senators 
will be almost a nnit in support 
of this amendment, and that it 
will also secure a number of re- 


publican votes. Just how many 
republican supporters there may 
bo is not known, and until there 
is definite information on that 
point the opposition of the 
bill 


will not agree to let a vote be ta- 
ken. 
If the showing should be 


favorable to the amendment, the 
friends of the bill may not press 
the vote, but in vipw of the fact 
that they would, even in that 
event, be sure of the admission 
of Oklahoma, they might not be 
so determined as their opponents. 
They will probably meet Mr. 
Foraker's proposition 
for a vote 


with one for the submission of 
the question of admission to the 
people of Arizona and New Mexi- 
co combined.

The Marshal of Oklahoma has the 
appointment of forty deputies 


who, 
when directed b.v one man, 


can exei t much political influence. 


The charge is thought to be 


promoted bv the hope that Aber- 
nathy can bepei-uaded to appor 
tion the patronage between the 
two political factions of Oklaho- 
ma. It is feared that if the 
whole lump were thrown to one 
faction the other would be de 
stroyeil. 
Abernathy explained 


all this to the President and it is 
understood he haw permission to 
distribute his patronage as he 
chooses, though he has been ad- 
monished not to use it to encour- 
age factionalism.

Building Without Frames for Molding. 


I am thinking of building n house, 


and I wish to do as much of tho work 
as possible myself. I have good stand 
and gravel to use for concrete, but 1 
find the machines for molding the 
blocks are expensive. Would It pay 
to try and make a frame for molding 
or could a hollow wall be built with 
out molding Into blocks? 


If you do not care to buy or rent n 


machine for making the hollow con- 
crete blocks, would advise jou build- 
ing a hollow concrete wall, which Is 
done the same as a solid wall, except 
having a bevelled plank set In center 
of wall and when walls are built to 
top of planks these can be lifted ont 
leaving a space. Or take two 7-S Inch 
boards 
with long wedges between 


them set In position and whea ready 
to lift, loosen wedges and the boards 
will come out easily. A good way to 
tie wall together is by using hoop Iron 
bent up at each end nnd bedded In 
the concrete. 
For a dwelling house 


where the walls are strapped, lathed 
nnd plastered. A solid concrete wall 
Is considered to be a good dry and 
warm will. 
Tho air space between 


the lath and wall prevents the damp- 
ness from striking through.

STATEHOOD SITUATION 


SEEMS STILL NEBULOUS 


Washington, Feb. 5.—In the 


forecast for the week'in congress 
much interest; is manifested in the 
approaching contest in the Senate 
over 
the' statehood 
question. 


Senator Beveridge, who will again 
have chai-ge of the bill, is hopeful 
of securing a comparatively early 
vote, but many of his colleagues 
fail to agree with him on that 
point. 


The critical point of the contro- 


versy will be the Foraker amend- 
ment giving the Arizona people 
the privilge of voting on the ques- 
tion of admission. It is under- 
stood that the democratic senators 
will be almost a nnit in support 
of this amendment, and that it 
will also secure a number of re- 


publicim. votes. Just how many 
republican supporters there may 
be is not known, and until there 
is definite information on that 
point the opposition of the 
bill 


will not agree to let a vote be ta- 
ken. 
If the showing should be 


favorable to the amendment, the 
friends of the bill may not press 
the vote, but in view of the fact 
that they would, even in that 
event, be sure of the admission 
of Oklahoma, they might not be 
so determined as their opponents. 
They will probably meet Mr. 
Foraker's proposition for a vote 
with one for the submission of 
the question of admission to the 
people of Arizona and New Mexi- 
co combined.

HIS POLITICAL PROTEGES 


Washington.

Frantz of Oklahoma and John 
Aberuathy, whom the President 
has chosen to succeed W. B Fos 
sett as Marshal in Oklahoma, 
have visited the White House. 
Oov. Prantx was summoned to 
discuss questions of patronage 
and Abnernathy to answer the 
charge that in the event of his 
becoming Marshal he would be 
unduly influenced "by 
notorious 


persons" in the .selection of his 
deputies- The 
charge, it-' is 


thought, 
is largely 
fictitious. 


The Marshal of Oklahoma has the 
appointment of forty deputies 


who, 
when directed b.v one man, 


can exert much political influence. 


The charge is thought to be 


promoted b.v the hope that Aber- 
nathy can be persuaded to appor- 
tion the patronage between the 
two political factions of Oklaho- 
ma. It is feared that if the 
whole lump were thrown to one 
faction the other would be de 
stroyed. 
Abernathy explained 


all this to the President and it is 
understood he haw permission to 
distribute his patronage as he 
chooses, though he has been ad- 
monished not to use it to encour- 
age factionalism. 


STILL TURNING CENSUS 


BUREAU ON GRIDIRON 


Washington, Feb. 5 —President 


-J. A. Taylor of the National Gin- 
ners' Association, in a signed 
statement, asserted that he had 
fonnd out that, intentionally I be- 
lieve, the Jan. 16 report of the 
Census Bureau included from one 
to seven days more ginning than 
should have been included and 
this report will cost ttte South 
f 10,000,000. 


"The discrepancy." he added, 


"was caused by the way the in- 
structions were given to the gov- 
ernment agents asking them to 
secure from the ginners the 
amount of cotton ginned to that 


date and the amount they expect- 
ed to gin. 
The ginners believed 


that the cotton already pinned 
and yet to be ginned was to be 
added for a total report and in 
many instances gave the agents 
the number of bales ginned to say 
on the 17th or 23rd of the month. 
There was also a toss of $7,000,- 
000 in our trade balance with 
foreign countries as a result of 
the report."

If we no longer live in an age when 


'n Lord Beaconsflold's famous phrase, 
'Young men prattle protoplasm," it 
\s only because of the inexhaustible 
resources of science, which have dis- 
tracted our attention with later dls 
sovertes. Nowadays the public mind 
's prepared for anything and there 
foro tho announcement that a prac- 
tical process has been discovered for 
extracting nitrogen from the atmo- 
sphere, and for making it available 
tj agriculture as the basis of a cheml 
cat manure, will probably wily create 
a mild sensation. The announcement. 
If it be substantiated, is of l.he utmost 
consequence, 
however. It solves a 


problem which has long disquieted 
both agriculturists and scientists. The 
fertility of the soil is by no means in- 
exhaustible, and the supply of fertll 
Ixlng material from the Chilian nitrate 
fields la also confined to easily cal 
culablo dimensions, "Wherewith then 
shall the earth be salted?" Is the 
question that presents Itself, and It Is 
a question which certain Norwegian 
experimentalists claim to have solved 


Combination Cabinet. 


It is an absolute necessity to have a 


cupboard and refrigerator 
In every 


household; but an added advantage Is 
to have both in combination with a 
cabinet. 
The housewife will recog- 


nize the advantage of having a cab- 
inet In close proximity to the refrig- 
erator, as many articles of food can 
bo placed in it and- still be near 
enough to the ice to be kept cool. The 
piece of furniture shown here, devised 
by a Canadian, Is made In three parts 


Cupboard and Refrigerator, 


constructed In combination and ar- 
ranged ns an upright stand. The lat 
tcr is divided into \\\o lower see 
tlons—the refrigerator and cabinet 
nnd tho upper section, or cupboard. 
The refrigerator Is again divided into 
a cooling box and an Ico chest, both 
being closed by a door. The cooling 
box has a 
number of 
perforated 


shelves for supporting articles. Ex- 
tending the 
entire 
height of tho 


cupboard at each Side is a tier of 
diawers, the remainder being dUided 
into shelves. 
Tho door consists of 


three sections hinged together, tho 
three opening downward and forming 
tho top of a table. When it Is desired 
to arrange tho furniture as a table or 
workboiird a brace extending from 
the shelf is drawn out and the door 
of the cupboard let down and allowed 
to rest on the brace, which supports 
the outer end and also prevents the 
door from sagging. By arranging the 
several parts In combination the in- 
ventor has provided several conveni- 
ences in a very compact form, the 
combination being especially useful in 
small places where room is at a prem- 
Uim. 


Turbine-Driven Locomotive. 


So successful has been the turbine 


.or stulionarj and marine engines 
that It is not strange that 
efforts 


should be made to use It in connection 
with locomotives. 
It has been pro- 


posed to mount a steam boiler and 
turbine on a locomotive, and use the 
power to drive a dynamo which would 
supply current to the motors similar 
to those of an ordinary electric loco- 
motive. 
Recently, 
however, 
Prof. 


Stumpf, of the Royal Technical School 
at Charlottenburg, Germany, has in- 
vented a locomotive where the tur- 
bines are directly connected with the 
axles. 


There are three driving axles, and 


the plan Involves using the steam In 
successive stages In the turbines, 
\\hlch are placed outside of each driv- 
ing wheel. The steam Is Introduced 
into the first turbine on one side 
through n pipe direct from the boiler, 
and then passes successively through 
the second and third turbines on the 
same side. It then goes to a set of 
turbine on the other side of the loco- 
motive, from the last of which the ex- 
hausted steam passes into tho stack 
through the exhaust blast nozzle. The 
outcome of the new invention will be 
awaited with interest, not only on ac- 
count of the extension of uso of the 
turbine, but also for the fact that the 
modern steam locomotive is an uneco- 
nomical piece of machinery, requiring 
given quantity of power.—Montreal 
large amounts of fuel to generate a 
Herald.

TRUCK HANDY FOR FARM WORK. 


Design Shown Can Be Constructed 


Very Cheaply. 


Many uses can be found for a low 


wheeled, broad tired truck that can 
be driven over soft ground. If stones 
are to be hauled the lifting will be 
made easier, and In spraying potatoes, 
a pump can be rigged on the platform 
to distribute the mixture over half a 
dozen rows at a time. 
The truck 


shown In the illustration can be con- 
structed at very little expense, except 
for bolts. The butt of a large elm or 
maple can be sawed off to make the 


four wheels. 
An oak tree, If It Is 


available, will furnish the timber for 
the axles and frame. 


Material for Foundation. 


I wish to build a stone foundation 


under house 30 feet by 4Q feet. 
The 


house has a heavy frame of ten-inch 
pine timber. There Is a large cellar 
under it which, however, does not 
extend to the outside wall. 
What 


would the stone foundation cost? 


The amount of material for a stone 


wall for collar under a house 30 feet 
by 40 feet, 7 feet high and 1 foot nnd 
a half tlilck, would be as follows: 
Stone, 14 3-4 cords; sand, 15 yards; 
lime, 75 bushels. If cement mortar Is 
used It would take 30 barrels cement 
To raise house use jack screws, rais- 
ing tho house to 
height 
required, 


care being taken to raise it evenly 
all around so as not to ciack the plas- 
ter. 
Block up with blocks at each 


corner. 
Use a needle beam, bavins; 


same passing through under sills an'i 
ends resting on 
blocks outside of 


house. 
Keep this beam about two 


feet back from corner of house so as 
to allow tho coiner to bo built up to 
sills. 
When walls are done remove 


beam nnd fill up the space where the 
beam was. 
To block up center of 


sills uso a beam acioss under sill, one 
end resting on a post in cellar and tfie 
other end on blocks outside of house 
This will give > on a clear space lor 
excavating building walls. 


Building Without Frames for Molding. 


I am thinking of building a house, 


and I wish to do ns much of tho work 
as possible myself. I have good stand 
and gravel to uso for concrete, but I 
find the machines for molding the 
blocks are expensive. Would it pay 
to try and make n frame for molding 
or could a hollow wall be built with 
out molding into blocks? 


If you do not care to buy or rent n 


machine for making the hollow con- 
crete blocks, would advise jou build- 
ing a hollow concrete wall, which Is 
done the same as a solid wall, except 
having a bevelled plank set in center 
of wall and when walls are built to 
top of planks these can be lifted ovtt 
leaving a space. Or take two 7-S Inch 
boards 
with long >vedges between 


them set In position and whea ready 
to lift, loosen wedges and the boards 
will come out easily. A good way to 
tie wall together is by using hoop Iron 
bent up at each end nnd bedded In 
the concrete. 
For a dwelling house 


where the walls are strapped, lathed 
nnd plastered. A solid concrete wall 
Is considered to be a good dry and 
warm will. 
Tho air space between 


the lath and wall prevents the damp- 
ness from striking through. 


The Kiln.

way to build a small tar kiln for tak- 
ing tar from pine trees? 


A kiln Is not always necessary fo» 


obtaining the tar from pine, thougt 
there should be some covering.

the forests of North Carolina the wood 
is piled in conical heaps, covered with 
earth and then fired, the tar being col 
lected at the bottom of the pile.

kiln of brick or stone could be built 
the size required, the essential part 
being the arrangement at the bottom 
for receiving the tor.
